. Whether ſuch acts of relapſing, are not 
political ſymptoms of lunacy, in ſpeculation as 
well as practiſe ? . 

XVII. If the laws of time and place require, 
at this fulneſs of the ſoul inthe body, a univer- 
ſal promotion of human nature, in forms of the 
ceremonial law; Britons, who are the advance 

guards of human nature, like forereunners of 
the reſt, are the only ſouls upon earth, qualified 
by law for a legal conqueſt and poſſeſſion of 
that. part of the world, which lies under the 
Line in America; as well as to oblige all other 
ſubordinate members of the great body politic, 
either to qualify their paſſoverians for a ceremo- 
nial paſſover at the Straits (in the hands of 
Britons) out of the old world into the new, or 
to claim their ubis in both the old world and the 
new, under Brritiſh Colours. 

XVIII. If Britons are the only perſons qua- 
liked upon earth, by their fulneſs of nature, to 
fulfil the conditions of the mortal and ceremo- 
mil law, upon the Æquator, for the protection 
ef all the inferior members of the body politie 
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from judgment, then it is an act of ſuicidium in 
all the powers of Europe, to lead or drive Britons 
to a peace, before they either ſurrender up Pa- 
nama to Britons, or Britons a principiis politicis, 
conquer Panama for the good of the whole. 


Corollary from all theſe Premiſes, 


Ergo, Peace is all a bubble, where one bubbles 
another for their own diverſion, at the expence 
of their families, for if it is not approved by the 
whole family, before it is made, it cannor be 
valid in law; it cannot bind them to do a 


thing, unleſs it be to take off the heads of ſui- i 


cides, who would not purge their heads to gua- 
lify for the adminiſtration of the family, actcard- 
ing to the laws of politics.

O, 2d. Whether it does not behove a family

lanatic enough in-the ſoul, to give his very bod 
natural to his natural enemy, in the ſigns of the 
body politic, through a lunatic fear of enterin 
into the ſigns of the bedy natural (from which 
all right in law is derived by the other) for the 
redemption. of human nature.

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Mbraham lives in fame, while thou dies with 
living in infamy. For when the laws of time 
and place require thee to lead all Iſrael a priori, 
thou prefers the infernal miniſtry of ſuppreſſing 
the people into what is right, with what is 
wrong. | |

For I challenge reaſon and common ſenſe 
oy [ hope we are not all run mad) to give one 
olid reaſon for reſtoring one inch of conqueſt 
to our enemies, till Britons have fulfilled the ce- 
remonial law in a conqueſt of the new world 
upon the line (non progredi ad fnem eſt regredi 
in nibilum) unleſs they would ſet aſide all the 
laws of nature, of reaſon, and common ſenſe, 
but if they would, — Then common ſenſe will 
ſurely move all the myſteries of all trades, as 
well as of arts and ſciences in Great-Britain, 
and among theſe the 'Templars in particular, to 
addreſs our pater familias for this geographical 
performance of the ceremonial law 1n the letter, 
or all their ſtatutes are not worth an old al- 
manack. 11 
But perhaps it will be ſaid, that if France 
and Spain make peace with G. B: before they 
force a paſlage through Gibraltar, into the old 
world: Such a rcfignation qualifies Britons to 
conquer the new upon the Line, which would 
give Britons a right in law, as regulators of 
human nature, ab extra, to the empire of the 
world, ab intra: but this is a deluſion * 
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for Britons, as leaders and guides a priori, are 
the firft and chief offenders in giving up their 
right to be regulators of the world, before they 
conquer the Equator, which is a conditio fine _ 
qua non. | | 
2dly, I appeal to common ſenſe, whether a 
ſeparate treaty of peace with his moſt Chriſtian 
majeſty, can be valid, in, at, or by any law 
upon earth, unleſs his Catholic accedes to, and 
coincides with it. Can any perſon pretend. to 
make with the foreſide of a man, and be 
at war with his backſide ? Or with a huſband, 
and not with his wife; that the wife may, for 
her 'huſband, juggle the peace-making aſs out 
of all he has, before he has reached the end of 
war. 
For though Spain in the body politic, cannot 
take Giberaltar, without- the Chriſtian, yet the 
Catholic has it in his power, on condition of 
ſuperſeding the ſigns of the body politic, to 
take it with the body natural, through a com- 
munion of body, foul and ſpirit. And 
then, O Britain !. I weep for thy Jeruſalem :* 
for then the abomination of the Chriſtian Gen- 
tiles ſhall ſurround thee, and trample down thy 
city in the letter ; even as thou, who waſt born 
to act a rehearſal of the next world in this, 
trampled down the laws of Sion in the fpirit ;— 
for then thou haſt no more a place of honour 
. the nations of the earth. | 
O! ye ſons of Britain! are ye drunk with 
blood? or are ſuicides in their ſenſes ? Where is 
the ambition of your anceſtors for glory, in both 
this world and the next? Is it prudence to put 
your temporal and eternal preſervation, in the 


power of your enemies? 1
